When news of the wreck reached 


Miss Margaret Ixmehnmim. telephone 
operator at llan.mon on. three miles 
away, she immediately summoned ev- 
ery physician nearby on her list of 
subscriber!!, the Hammonton Ire de- 
partment, the American Legion and 
Red Cross chapter of Hammonton. 
An unknown motorist played the role 
of hero, using his automobile to good 
effect waking people up and shouting- 
tor them to go to Winslow Junction. 
Tho residents and those in the vicini- 
ty tumbled out of their beds and did 
effective rescue work. 


Among the members 
of the crew 


was Jonathan K. Miller, captain of 
the 1922 University of Pennsylvania 
football team. 
He was a brakeman 


on the wrecked train and 
suffered 


severe lacerations 
about his body. 


However, he remained at work in 
rescuing passengers from the wreck- 
age until ordered away by physicians. 


Afte extricating himself from the 


debris, Miller obtained an ax and pro- 
ceeded along the line '•;: overturned 
coaches, breaking all the windows not 
smashed when 
the train 
left the 


tracks'. 
Women and children were 


lifted through the windows and then 
efforts were made to rescue the men. 


Crowds jammed about the Reading 


station here when word of the disas-' 
ter reached the city. Many had been 
expecting friends to arrive and \vere 
anxious to learn the identity of the 
killed and injured. 


The loss seriously injured passen- 


gers, who arrived on the relief train, 
seemed dazed and mothers with chil- 
dren in their 
arms appeared .near 


prostration.

AIRMAN TO PIECES 


Swinging on Rope'Ladder, Louis 


James Is Killed by Propeller 


of Another Airplane 


Chicago. July 3.—Swinging on & 


rope ladder dangling from an airplane 
800 feet in the air a«' he sought to 
thrill 5.000 pleasure seefcers at Home- 
wood, a Chicago suburb, Louis James,^ 
a nationally known aviator und a. 
protege of Kuth Law, was cut to pitces 
by the propeller of another plane and 
dropped into the midst of crowd be- 
low. 


The occasion was the second day ot 


a much advertised aerial celebration 
under the auspices of the American 
Legion of Homewood- 
A huge ma&b 


of people had gathered and a dozen 
planes were whirling through the air. 
Nose dives, tail spins, barrel rolls. 
Immelman turns and all the other 
hair raisers of the 
aerial art had, 


brought forth their quota of applause. 


Then came the feature of the day. 


James was to perform the stunt mo.de 
famous by Lieutenant Homer C. Lock- 
lear. that of climbing from one "ship" 
~to another in mid-air. 


The two planes were nrtder the 


guildanc© of Pilot James Curran and 
Pilot William Thompson of Milwau- 
kee. 
When both ships were inspected 


James climbed to the top wing of one 
and, lying flat upon its surface, grasp- 
ed two struts and gave the sigpal to 
Bo ahead. 
The two ahips took off 


and slowly circled 
upwards to 
a 


height of $00 feet. 
There they joc- 


keyed back and forth. Twice the pilot 
in the 
upper plane brought 
the 


dangled ladder to within a few feet of 
Jame's outstretched hands, j et failed 
to make the contact. 


Again the ships roared over the field 


while thousands watched below. The 
upper plane came lower this time, so 
near the other that spectators gasped. 
The ladder plainly visible, moved near 
and nearer to the man now standing 
upright on the wing and he grasped it. 


Spectators ga\ e different stories of 


what next 
occurred Most said that 


the planes seemed to sheer together 
for a moment. James and the ladder, 
were thrown squarely into the propel- 
ler of the lower ship, a heavy bar of 
wopd turning at 1,500 revolutions to 
the minute. 


The body of the man was seen to 


crumple as a moment later, mangled 
and bleeding, his hands still clutch- 
ing a bit of the ladder bar, he dropped 
Into ^he crowd far below. 


James was dead long before his 


body hit the ground. The two pilots, 
nerve shaken, made rough but auc- 
ceittful landings.

There are 
numberless traditions 


connected with the great day when in 
Philadelphia ore hundred forty-six 
>-ears ago, thg representatives of the 
thirteen aforetime colonies, speaking 
of their joint body no longer as a con- 
tinental congress but as "the Congress 
of the United States ot America," af- 
fixed their several signatures to that 
immortal document, the Declaration 
of Independence; but, separating the 
wheat from the chaff, the vital fact 
remains that on that day fifty-four 
of the greatest men in all America, 
solemnly and with due sense of the 
peril -which they assumed -but with 
/solemn understanding of their duty 
affixed their signatures to the historic 
[document. 
None o£ them were ac- 


tuated, by merely personal considera- 
tions. Bather they understood what 
Jn the high riUtce they occupied, they 
owed to their 
countrymen, and we 


.verlly believe, to the world. So, with 
the last signature affixed, a boy on 
'llying feet and with face aflame with 
Jove of country, gave the signal to his 
.grandfather—tho new America call- 
ing to the old—and what was ever af- 
iter to be known as Liberty Bell rang 
'out tho glad tidings of independence! 
There were dark days ahead alter 
that memorable July of 1776. but al- 
ways the Men of the Revolution kept 
their faith. 
And there were dark 
'days still farther on, when, omitting 
tiuch wars of those of 1812 and the 
Mexican war, was faced the problem 
of continued union or of dissolution: 
and there 
was the World War, 
in 
which our country was in its 
last 
days tho deciding factor. Through, all 
;this time, it is no mistaken belief, the 
(animating thing which kept the high 
heart of courage beating in the breast, 
,was tho Declaration of Independence, 
stnd all that la the cycle of the years 
It had come to represent. 
And if 


(through all its 
trials, America has 


'emerged triumphant and unscathed, 
It has been because of our veneration 
tot that venerable document and its 
Udealfl. 
' The Liberty Bell, above referred to. 
resta in Its safe seclusion in Philadel- 
phia; cracked and tuneless it can nev. 
cr again sound a. message to humanity, 
"bat for all that it remains the great- 
est symbol of tho first days of inde- 
pendence; aa witnesB when only a 
few years ago It made its trip across 
the continent, and in Oneonta as else- 
where, thousands waited at railway 
stations for hours, day '.-.nd night, if 
perhaps they might catch even 
a 


glimpse of that historic tocsin. 


It Is indeed n. symbol, 
but is one 


•which stirs the hearts of humanity.

Declaration, Us colors 


blowly fading from the parchment, is 
a eymbol of what was and is in tho 
heart of lo>al Anicrlc-a.

Boston, July 3.—It is because Bos- 


ton has cherished education as the 
right of every child "that America Js 
the land of free schools," Mrs. Susan 
M. Dorsey,- superintendent of schools 
at Los Angeles, Cal., said here tpday 
in response to addresses by the gov- 
ernor of Massachusetts and the mayor 
of Boston In which ^hey welcomed 
the convention of the National Edu- 
cational association. 


Declaring that the delegates were 


returning to the land of their edu- 
cational birth, Mrs. Dorsey paid a 
tribute to the part played by the 
'down east school ma'am" and the 
graduates of Har\ard and other New 
England colleges In the development 
of the west. 


"With respectful, almost reverent 


attitude, we approach your conlmcs 
because we recognize that New Eng- 
land has been the 'teacher of teach- 
ers' and that in coming here wo are 
returning to the land of our educa- 
tional birth," Mrs. Dorsey%sald. "The 
Pilgrim Fathers, amid all their pri- 
vations and dangers, conceived the 
magnificent idea, no?only of a uni- 
versal, but of a free education for 
the whole people. It is because Bos- 
ton has cherished education ^»s the 
right of .every child with the same 
Inflexible purpose with which she has 
cherished liberty as the right of every 
man/that America is the land of free j 
schools and that the National Edu- 
cation association is meeting hero. 


"What words can express the debt 


of this great nation to the army of 
I\ew England's school teachers who 
have moved ever westward with the 
ruhancing people, Imparting to suc- 
c-e&alve generations the wisdom, cour- 
age nnd character of the 'down ea«t 
school ma'am' while the graduates 
at Harvard and of the E".!'.i.xy of small 
New 
England 
colleges, Institutions 


and high schools have always been 
found in the van of ci\illzation duing 
a man's work. 
Under their trained 


leadership railways have been built, 
mountains 
leveled, 
rivers 
spanned, 


farms tilled, deserts have bc-en con- 
quered, and the battles of freedom 
have been fought while equally well 
luivc they wrought In tho^e tender 
inini.slrles of the hpirit to those who 
sullered either in body or mind..

His retirement did not keep Cap- 


tain Berger from his music, for ho 
immediately organized-a band among 
the Boys' Industrial school immatcs 
and arranged to teach music in the 
Korean Christian Institute and the 
Sunday school of the Methodist Epis- 
copal church here.
